c. Provide all documents related to the construction of the pipeline, 
including cost, length, material used, inspection reports and any and all other related 
documents. 

d. Does this pipeline replace an existing pipeline owned, operated or used 
by Williams or BTU? If yes, describe the pipeline location, age, source of gas supply and 
number of customer served. 

e. The Agreement refers to easements. Provide all easements that 
Respondents have for the construction of this pipeline across the identified properties. 

f. Does this pipeline interconnect with any pipeline owned or operated by 



BTU or Williams? If not, explain the meaning of paragraph 3 of the Agreement. What 
customers is BTU referencing and how can it serve those customers without an 
interconnection? 

g. Provide all “accounting” as referenced in paragraph 3 provided by BTU. 

h. Provide any and all other agreements among the Respondents and BTU 
or Williams related to this pipeline. 

i. Do Respondents serve any customers through that line? 

j. Does Stacy Dodd maintain a notary log of all documents notarized? If yes, 
provide the log page of the entry of the notarization of Agreement 1. 

k. Were any documents related to the construction, financing or operation of 
this pipeline filed with the Kentucky Public Service Commission? If yes, provide all 
documents. 

2. Refer to the attached Agreement 2 (Agreement 2). 

a. Are Respondents aware of service by BTU to a school in Hendricks prior 
to February 15, 200632 If yes, who built that pipeline, when and for what purpose? 

b. In the Hendricks area, what wells and facilities are there in which Wilon 
Gathering or any related party owns an interest? 

c. Did Wilon or any related party loan money to BTU for construction of this 
pipeline? If yes, when, how much and for what purpose. Provide all documents related to 
the loan. 

d. Was Kentucky Public Commission approval of this pipeline construction 
and financing obtained? If yes, provide the Commission’s order(s). 

e. Does Stacy Dodd maintain a notary log of all documents notarized? If 
yes, provide the log page of the entry of the notarization of Agreement 2. 

f. Does Wilon have easements or encroachment permits for the construction 
of the pipeline referenced in Agreement 2?

c. Who built the interconnection between Country Gas and BTU and when? 

d. Are Respondents aware of a sale by Richard Williams and / or Harry 
Thompson of this meter and delivery facility to John Carty on February 8, 2012. If yes, 
describe in detail the terms of that agreement, copies of the sales document, proof of 
payment for that transaction, and any proof of ownership and transfer thereof. 

4. Are Respondents aware of Hoskins well, which also may be referred to as Big 
Hoskins # I  well? 

a. If yes, who owns that well? 

b. If Respondents have any ownership in that well, provide all documents 
related to its ownership and operation. 

5. With respect to oil or gas drilling leases, wells and pipeline facilities, or partial 
ownership of such interests in Magoffin County, list all properties and entities which are 
owned or controlled in whole or in part by Wilon Gathering, Chattaco, AXG, lnc. or Harry 
Thompson. Identify on that list all properties and entities which are also owned in part 
by Richard or Pam Williams or any entity owned or related to them
